by our legiflature to the rich amongft us, 
in leaving it'in their power to accept of 
commiffions im the militia or no, as they 
pleafe, and in confequénce thereof their 
refufing to accept, it would have been 
more jult, if it had ‘been poffible, to have 
enated, that this whole fum fhould have 
been rated and affeffed upon thofe gen- 
tlemen that had fuch eftates as qualified 
them to be officers in the militia, but 
refufed to accept of any commiffion, 
without any jult excufe. for refufing; 
for with relpe toa man whois ready 
to accept of any commiffion for which 
he is qualified, or who has not an eftate 
{ufficient to qualify him for being even 
an enfign, and yet would be ready’and 
willing to’ ferve in perfon if? the lot 
fhould fall upon him, it is hard to fub- 
ject tiimn to pay his thare of a penalty, 
which he Was never incurred byany fault 
or neglect of his own.

to march {> early as to arrive at the 
place of fervice, by the time the fervice 
of the former has expired, and that the 
three years fhould be, in fuch a. cafe, 
computed from the’ day of their arrival, 
and not from the day of their being in-

tn polleffion of Mafulipatam, the rea 
fettlement of the French in Golconda, 
anda detachment of 400 of their men, 
retired to Ganjam*. As this detach- 
ment could not get back.to Pondicherry 
againft the Monfeons, M. Moracin, 
their commander, refalved to continue 
there With the detachment, till he could 
find an opportunity to carry them back, 
till which time he hoped to continue 
there without mecting with any diftur- 
bance ; but in this he was difappointed, 
for the French had f far loft their cha- 
raéter in India, that every Raja thought 
himfelf a match for them: Accordingly, 
this detachment was attacked by Narrain- 
du, a Raja in that neighbourhood ; and 
though he could not drive them out of 
the place, yet he killed feveral of their 
men in. that attack, and many more af- 
terwards, for he took every method he 
could devife for cutting them off by the 
fword, or by famine, and even by poifon, 
as the Indians think every method lawful, 
by which they can deftroy an enemy. By 
thefe means as well as by defertion, their 
number was very much reduced, and at 
lat M, Moracin defpairing of being able 
to carry them back, went away himfelf 
in a boat with his nephew and fecretary, 
and arrived about the middle of Decem- 
ber at Pouliacat, in his way to Pondi- 
cherry. Upon his leaving them the de- 
‘tachment, which confi fill of about 
Cle 200 men, meved away to Cockanara, 
where feveral of them landed, and were 
endeavouring to get the people of the 
country to join » as fome actually 
did, but were attacked by Capt.

Now with refpe& to Bengal: As we 
had in this war many inftances of the 
partiality of the Dutch towards our de- 
clared enemies the French, both in Eu- 
rope and the Weft-Indies, fo in every 
part of the Eaft-Indies they favoured 
thefe our enemies in an underhand man- 
ner as much as they could; and at lait 
they refolved upon an open attack, 
either dire&tly upon our fettlements 
in Bengal, of indireétly by attack~- 
ing Jafher ally Cawn, our ally, who 
had, by our means, been eftablith- 
ed nabob of Bengal +, and. who was, fo 
grateful as to do us all the favour he 
could in our trade, without doing any. in- 
fuftice to the Dutch. For this purpofe, 
the Dutch governor at Batavia began to 
make preparations in the month of 
March or April, 1759; and in order to

* About the beginning of the month 
of Auguft, 1759, we received advice, 
that a powe armament was equip- 
ping at Batavja, and an embarkation 
of troops making there ; that its deftina- 
tion was not known, but that common 
fame gave out it was intended againft 
Bengal.

The firk blow &ruck againft the Dutca 
was the taking pofieflion of Barnagore, 
whence Colonel. Forde paffed with his 
troops, ahd four field-pieces, to the other 
fide of the river te Syrampore, a Danifh 
fagtory, and marched thence to Chanda- 
magore: Not only with the view of 
ftriking terror into Chinfyra, but alfo to

lancholy, below our veffels. Colonel 
Forde was immediately informed of all 
this, with affurance of being reinforced 
with all poffible {peed by Capt. Knox, 
and the detachments which were at the 
batteries, and in confequence called off. 
On the 23d our commandant was order- 
edto demand the immediate reftitution’ 
of our veflels, §ubjedts, and effe&ts, and 
m cafe of refufal on the part of the 
Dutch to attack their veffels. On the 
day following, the demand was made, 
and refufed. The Dutch had feven vef- 
fels, four of which were of the line; atid 
we had only three in all. Axd notwith- 
ftanding this inequality, we attacked 
them, and, after about two hours fight, 
the Dutch commandant ftruck, and the 
other's followed his example, except his 
fecond, who got clear off, by fighting 
his way, and fell down to Culpee, where 
he was intercepted by the Oxford and 
Royal George, which had arrived two 
days before, and had our orders to join the 
other captains. The Dutch comman- 
dant had about thirty killed, and many 
wounded; he fuffefed moft'as did the 
Duke of Dorfet on our fide, which was 
more immedia ely engaged witk ‘hirt, 
On the fame day, the 24th, Colonel 
Forde began his march from the French 
gardens northwards, propofing to éncamp 
between Chandanagore and Chinfura? 
In paffing through the former place, he 
was attacked by the Dutch, with four 
pieces of cannon, and the garrifon of 
Chinfura, which was marched out, and 
pofted in the houfes and ruins.of Chan- 
danagore, at the fame time that Colonel 
Forde entered it with his troops on the 
fouth fide. However he fucceeded in 
scene them foon from their ambufcade;

Obfervations with Regard to the Sixinefs 
. of the Bhod. 

"EME want of bleeding in fafficient 
quantities in. cales of fizy blood, 
being very fatal io many people, oF af 
cially in country places, through fear 
afd prejudice, has induced me to commu- 
nicate the following obfervations. IT 
have remarked three for'ts of fizy blood ; 
bat the firft only can be properly called 
fizy, having on its furfacet when cold, 
a kind of fize orjeily. The fecond fort 
has been juitly compared fo buff leather, 
both for its colour and roughnefs ;: When 
it is very bad, it acquires fuch a hard- 
né(S on its furface as hot to be penetrat- 
ed even with a thafp inftrument. In 
the third fort the grumous part of the 
blood collects itfelf into almoft a_perfe& 
glotie, with a very fmmall furface, and 
that hard and impenetrable; the under 
tt likewife has, near the hardnefs and 
folidity of fleth, and, cuts like a piece of 
liver. Molt pedple upon catching cold, 
or a foppage of perfpiration, contragt a 
fizy blood, wiliich, if neglected, foon 
acquires the property of the fecond fort, 
hécomes hard and tough, and then they 
are generally attended with a pleurify, 
peripneumony, rheumatic pains or fome 
other inflammatory diftemper, in which 
the neceffity of bleeding plentifully is 
well known ; but if it happens, through 
tlie remiffion or going off of, the pain, 
bleeding has not beep continued till 
the fizinefs difappeared, thofe people ge- 
perally relapfe, or fall into fome chtoni- 
eal diforder, or lingering, flinels, which 
if not timely relieved hy repeated bleed- 
ings moftly ends in death. But what I 
would prineipally remark is this, shat I 
have frequently obferved that people of 
= lax fibre, até liable to contra& a fizy

blood without any of little pain: 
and theft chiefly fuffer bettie bletdin , 
is fcaree thought neceffary, ‘though fj 

aS expedient as in a parity, or any 
other inflammatory ‘diltemper.” As 15 
the third fort of blood menitroned, this jg 
feldom feen, becaufé thé patient gene. 
rally dies before it atrives at fuch a com. 
patinefs, Whoever confiders whet mut 
be the neceffary conf€quence of having 
fizy blood mutt néeds fee it matt oecafion 
the moft direful obftruétions ; or, if the 
patient lives long enough, by its ftagna. 
tion in the fmaller veflels, it at length 
putrifies, arid occafions the wort of fe. 
vers, not much unlike the plague itfelf, 

This diftemper of fizy blood is much 
more comimon to the inhabitants of this 
ifland than is generally imagined ; and 
when it arrives at fuch'a degree of hard. 
nefs on the furfate as not to be pené. 
trated, it cannot be relieved by any me. 
thod or medicine, but frequent bleed. 
ifig, till it becomes tiore tender. Tam 
perfuaded many ufefal lives might be 
faved if this was duly attended to, and 
in many cafés, though unattended with 
pain. If a {mall quantity of blood wis 
to be taken away for trial, and found 
fizy, thofe people would fand a much 
better chance by relying upon bleed- 
ing only, than any courfe: of phyfic, 
though both may Be proper when pru- 
déntly. diteéted. AN! medicines which 
octafion any fort Of @vacuations feem to 
increafe the fizinefS Of the blood, by 
lefening the quantity of the ferum. Aaj 
aduJt perion that has fizy blood muy, 
with great ffety, lofe four or five 
obnees once a week, or oftener, if pain 
or ay froublefome fymptom make it ne 
céflary: But if théy leave off bleeditg 

¢fore the blood becomes rise 
allto no purpofe; ‘If they are avle 
go atradl, hf on horfe-back will 
greatly afilt, together with a diluting 
diet. ; 

If a, medicine. could be difesvertd 
which would certainly take off fuch fi. 
nels of the blood without this exceffivt 

ecding, it would be of univerfal bea® 
fit to mankind ; for befides the prin 
which molt people conceive again I 
frequent bleedings, it is in itfelf very 
often atténded with mafy ae 
ences, and not always with Jur” 
Where the blood is only fimmply fizy, 0" 
or twice bleeding, with the ufual meth 
of prattice, generally relieves: b 
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geond and third fort of blood, 
& it is hard and impenetrable on its 
furface, it will not fo foon fubmit to 
medicines ; even bliftering, how feryice- 
able foever in the Beginning, here proves 
ufelefs. The neutral falts, whether na- 
tural or artificial, are much too weak ; 
the volatile falts carry off too much fe- 
rum by fweat, as do the fixed falts by 
urine, to be of any fervice; nor is it 
fafe to ufe Reel, or any other medicine 
that has a heating property ; the rougher 

arations of mercury and antimon 
are equally dangerous; In a word, 
whoever is fo un as to contract 
fach a ftate of hard fizy blood, in my 
opinion, muft depend for cure almo 
wholly upon bleeding, and a very thin 
and fender diet, abftaining from all 
meat and the broth of it, all fermented 
and fpirituous liquors, obferving a con- 
fant moderate exercife, and keeping as 


much as poffible from bed. 
Many people labouring under chroni- 
cal difeales, fome (as ft is called for 


want of 2 name expreffive enough) un- 
der a consplication of diftempers, will, 
upon examination, find, they have fizy 
which if not had regard to, can 

little benefit from method or me- 
dicint. The great encomiums that have 
been fome time ago beftowed upon tar- 
water nade me hope it might do fome- 
ing in the ‘cafe of frzy bleod ; but up- 
on the moft dili ervation I have 
been able to » TE could never find it 
of any fervice where the blood is impe- 
netrable; fo that I have always been 
forced to have recourfe to bleeding again, 
though I muft confefs it feems to have 
a confiderable effect in the beginning, 
befote the blaod ‘becomes too hard, and 
the latter end, when’the blood begins 
alittie to relent; fe that ‘thofe people, 
who depend fo much upon the ule of 
‘ar-water, would do to examine the 
fate of their blood, and if found fizy, 


aoe rely en it. 
The principal caufes of fizy blood are 
tee: Firft, eating fiefh. Second, 


ttinking ftrong fermented liquors, efpe- 
ay He hirdly, (the Confenngihie 
both) floth, indolence, and inaétivi- 
di Fourthly, indigeftion and plethora. 
iftly, contraéted colds, But, fixthly, 
Wore efpeciatly exceffive venery, It is 
therefore evident how to effect the cure ; 
fe. by avoiding the preceding caufes, 
Set more ‘on this fame fubje&t in Boer-

The Ufe of Opiam amongfi the Tavks. 
NE Muttapha Satoor, an inlabi- 
© tant of Sediqui, a village fix miles 
from Smyrna, by trade a coffee man, 
about forty-five years of age, a moft fa- 
moys Opium eater, told Dr. Smith, that 
his conftant dofe was three drachmsa 
of crude Opium, one half of which he 
took i the morning, and the other half 
in the afternoon; but that he could fafe- 
ly take double that quantity. 

Dr. Smith, therefore, refolving to be 
an eye witnefs of what he could do, 
provided the beft opium he could get, 
and weighed it nicely into drachme ; of 
which the Turk took a drachm anda 
half, made up into three pills, and 
chewed them with a little water; the 
vifible effe&ts the Opium had on him 
were to make his eyes fparkle, and give 
a new air of life and brightnefs to his 
face ; at three o'clock in the afternoon 
he came to the doétor again, and took 
the fame quantity as in the morning, 
and appeared after it with the fame 
fymptoms, alledging, ‘that it had always 
the fame effects upon him, giving him 
vigour and fpirit; and that it was be- 
come as neceflary to him as any other 
part of his fuftenance; that it made him 
fitter for procreation, that it never af: 
feéted him with fleep and drowfinefs, but 
rather hindered his repofe when he li 
pened to‘take an over-dofe ; that he had 
ufed it for twenty five years, beginning 
with the bignefs of a grain, and gradu- 
ally proceeding to larger quantities ; 
and that the want of it, and the defire 
of taking it, grew daily‘upon him.
